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Retiring In 1985-6 


Dr. Edward Pfelfer, Professor of History, will retire at 
the end of this year. Dr. Pfelfer began his St. Michael’s 
career as a student, returning In later years as a 
teacher In history, American Studies, and the human: 
ities. He has also served the college as Academic 
Dean, and Dean of Men (when the college was all 
men). 





Dr. Marie Henault, Professor of English, will retire at the 
end of this year. Dr. Henault came to St. Michael’s In 
1962 as a part-time instructor. She began teaching 
full-time In 4965, and became the first woman to chair 
a department at St. Michael’s a few years later. Her 
professional credentials Include an Outstanding Edu- 
cator in America Award In 1972. She has an extensive 
publication record. Her first poetry criticism, published 
in 1980, was favorably reviewed by the Burlington Free 
Press. 





Fine arts professor Roy Kennedy will retire in 1986, 
atter 49 years of teaching sculpture and painting at St. 
Michael’s. Professor Kennedy was an accomplished 
artist before joining the St. Michael’s faculty In 1967, 
his work being exhibited at the Denver Art Museum, 
Dartmouth College, the Fleming Museum, Rockefeller 
Center, and of course St. Michael’s. He sculpted the 
college’s presidential mace and the bronze bust of 
“Doc”’ Jacobs on display in the Ross Sports Center 
showcase.

Dr. Edward Pfeifer will re- 
tire from St. Michael’s at 
the end of the 1985-86 aca- 
demic year. He has served 
the college as a professor 
of history, a professor of 
American Studies, a pro- 
fessor of the humanities, 
and as Academic Dean 
and Dean of the College. 


In the 42 years he has 
spent at St. Michael’s as an 
educator and student, Dr. 
Pfeifer has worked with 
some of the college’s leg- 
endary names: Dupont, 
Boutin, Alliot, Durick. To the 
students of the eighties, 
these are more edifices 
than names; buildings and 
scholarships rather than 
men. But to Dr. Pfelfer, they 
were colleagues and

friends. One man whom he 
was especially proud to 
call a friend was Professor 
Jerimiah K. Durick, the En: 
glish professor for whom 
the library was named. Ina 
testimonial to Professor 
Durick called ‘‘Ten Years 
Have Passed,’’ Dr. Pfeifer 
describes the legendary 
teacher as: 
. . « seeming in that far- 
away time fo be solemn, 
almost stern, but my 
classmates and I recog: 
nized his manner as 
springing from preoccu- 
pation with scholarship, 
for he was indeed kind to 
his students, especially 
freshmen who asked un- 
fortunate questions or 
were unwise in their re- 
marks in class. Buf he 
awed us nevertheless. 
He seemed fo have read 





the complete works of 
every author who had 
ever breathed and he 
seemed to know every 
scholarly work that had 
ever been written... I! 
have often wondered at 
Professor Durick’s ap- 
peal to students. A key 
to understanding his ef- 
fectiveness in the class: 
room was, | think, provid: 
ed several years ago by 
a Middlebury professor 
who was asked what 
makes a teacher popu: 
lar. He answered that it 
is a capacity for reacting 
to students. He did not 
say that any particular 
response was neces: 
sary. Nor should be. Buf 
his answer did stress the 
reason that feaching Is 
rightly called an art. It is 
an art because if de- 


mands that the teacher 
find his own way of ex: 
pressing himself to the 
students whose lives he 
thereby influences. 


The words that Dr. Pfeifer 
used to describe his friend 
could just as easily be 
used to characterize his 
own classroom demeanor. 
Students are still unwise in 
their remarks. They still ask 
unfortunate questions. Is 
there anyone who went 
through a class without 
wretching out some frag- 
mented logorrhea that was 
supposed to answer a 
question posed by a teach: 
er? Has anyone agonized 
through an answer, grop- 
ing for the right words 
while the class waits for 
completion in annoyed 
silence? 


Those fortunate enough 
to have Dr. Pfeifer in class 
know how reassuring his 
tolerant nods were. They 
felt their faces cool down 
when the patient figure in 
the front of the room said, 
“What you say certainly 
makes sense . . .” or, “So 


what you seem fo be say: 
ing is .. .”’ To have him be. 
stow order on the frag- 
mented thoughts and 
incomplete sentences was 
a supreme act of mercy. 
Most are thankful. 


Like most modest men, 
Dr. Pfeifer shuns attention. 
But we must ask him fo let 
us intrude on him this one 
time, to offer him a token of 
our appreciation. He has 
never sought It out, but it is 
richly deserved. 


On behalf of the hun: 
dreds of students and edu: 
cators who have enjoyed 
his wit, been awed by his 
knowledge, and touched 
by his kindness, the Class 
of 1986 proudly dedicates 
this edition of the Hilltop to 
Dr. Edward J. Pfeifer.
